Referring to your letter of February lst. in regard to 
specimen coins struck at this mint. 


This mint started coining on March lst. 1933 and has 
coined dollars only, these dollars are all of one design, except 
the first 2,260,000.- minted had the Rising Sun and three Sea 
Gulls on the reverse side, these coins were never put in general 
circulation, about 5,000.- were distributed to friends. The die 
was changed and the Rising Sun and Sea Gulls were left off. Up 
to August lst. over 58,000,000.- of second series were minted and 
we are minting about 7,000,000.- per month. These coins are in 
general circulation, they are called Shanghai dollars. The head 
of Sun Yat Sen with date on the Obverse side and a Chinese Junk 
with the value on the Reverse side. 


I am sending you by registered mail under separate cover 
two coins of each series, not perfect specimens. These coins 
will cost you U.S.$1.70 which includes postage. Please send me 
check at your convenience. 


In regard to previous issues of Chinese Coins I refer 

' you to Mr. Buckert c/o U. S. Consul General, Shanghai, he belongs 
to a Numismatic Society here and is interested, and I know will 
be glad to give you any information he can. 


I like China, find my work very interesting, and I like 
the people. 


There are no other mints running in China at the present 
time.
